19, 2007, upon the application of CHESAPEAKE OPERATING, INC.

Atsuch hearing the Commissioner of Conservation will consider evidence relative to the issuance

of Orders pertaining to the following matters relating to the Travis Peak Zone, the Cotton Valley “D”

Sand, the Cotton Valley Zone, Reservoir D, and the Haynesville Zone, Reservoir A, in the

Greenwood-Waskom Field, Caddo Parish, Louisiana.

1. To permit the Applicant to drill, designate and utilize its Martin Timber 23 No. 1 Well as a
substitute unit well for TP SU79, at the location shown on the plats submitted with the
application, in exception to the well spacing provisions of Office of Conservation Order
No. 125-A Series and Order No. 270-1, effective August 1, 1954.

. To permit the Applicant to drill, designate and utilize its Martin Timber 23 No. 1 Well as a
substitute unit well for CV D SUYYY, at the location shown on the plats submitted with the
application, in exception to the well spacing provisions of Office of Conservation Order
No. 193-B, effective January 5, 1954 and Order No. 270-1, effective August 1, 1954.

3. To establish rules and regulations and create a single drilling and production unit for the
exploration for and production of gas and condensate from Cotton Valley Formation,
Reservoir D.

4. To establish rules and regulations and create a single drilling and production unit for the
exploration for and production of gas and condensate from Haynesville Formation,
Reservoir A.

. To permit the Applicant to drill, designate and utilize its Martin Timber 23 No. 1 Well, at the
location shown on the plats submitted with the application, as the unit well for the proposed
CV RD SUA and HA RA SUA and to designate Chesapeake Operating, Inc. as operator
of said units.

6. To force pool and integrate all separately owned tracts, mineral leases, and other property
interests within the proposed units, with each tract sharing in unit production on a surface
acreage basis of participation.

7. To provide that future wells drilled to, permitted for or completed in the Cotton Valley
Formation, Reservoir D and the Haynesville Formation, Reservoir A, should be located in
accordance with Statewide Order No. 29-E.

8. To permit the downhole combination of the Travis Peak Zone, Cotton Valley “D” Sand, Cotton
Valley Formation, Reservoir D and the Haynesville Formation, Reservoir A, in the
wellbore of any well drilled in the abovesaid units in which the ownership and acreage are
identical.

9. To consider such other matters as may be pertinent.

The Travis Peak Zone was fully defined in Office of Conservation Order No. 125-A, effective

August 1, 1947.

The Cotton Valley “D” Sand was fully defined in Office of Conservation Order No. 193-B,

effective January 5, 1954.
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The Cotton Valley Zone, Reservoir D, is hereby defined as being the stratigraphic equivalent of
that gas and condensate bearing interval encountered between the depths of 8,895 feet and 10,910 feet
(electrical log measurements) in the Chesapeake Operating, Inc.-SRLT 29 No. 1 Well, located in Section
29, Township 16 North, Range 15 West.

The Haynesville Zone, Reservoir A, is hereby defined as being the stratigraphic equivalent of that
gas and condensate bearing interval encountered between the depths of 10,910 feet and 11,487 feet
(electrical log measurements) in the Chesapeake Operating, Inc.-SRLT 29 No. 1 Well, located in Section
29, Township 16 North, Range 15 West.

Louisiana.
